Asparngus grower 
in court... again 


Gerald Schrocdcr, who has refused 


to bow to Arlington Heights' weed- 
control ordinance, has been given an- 
other ticket for tall weeds on his prop- 
erty northwest of Hcrscy High School. 


Previous citations against Schroc- 


dcr were thrown out by tho Illinois 
Appeals Court, forcing tho village to 
revise the law. 


The court found the' old ordinance 


unconstitutionally vague because It 
did not Include provisions for agricul- 
tural exemptions. Schrocdcr has con- 
tended ho uses the property south of 
Palatine Road to grow asparagus. 


Tho ordinance prohibits weeds tall- 


er than one foot. 


After the Illinois Appeals Court de- 


cision, the village board amended the 
law to permit the village health direc- 
tor to grant exemptions based on 
acreage, type of crop being culti- 
voted, difficulty of controlling weeds, 
e c o n o m i c hardship and potential 
harm to tho general public in agricul- 
tural cases.

Discussion Monday night centered 


on building the first garage south of 
the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
tracks. Emphasis was placed on the 
possibility of building the facility on 
village-owned land near the Dunton 
Court Shopping Center between Vail 
and Dunton avenues. 


THE VAIL AVENUE location was 


chosen for initial consideration be- 
cause the land already is owned by 
the village and it is close to the down- 
town parking problem area on Camp- 
bell Street, subcommittee chairman 
Earl Johnson said. He added possible 
construction across from tho lot would 
add to its desirability. 


Subcommittee members also talked 


about the best size for the facility and 
the percentage of parking spaces that 
should be allocated to commuter, 
business employe and shopping use. 
Johnson suggested a 400-space, four- 
story facility be split Into a free park- 
ing area on tho ground level, with 
business and commuter use above. 


In the area of financing, the sub- 


committee discussed the formation of 
a special taxing district within the 
downtown area to support revenue 
bonds for construction of the garage. 
Members said they felt the entire 
downtown area should be Included in 
the special taxing area to make It eas- 
ier to gain support for construction of 
future garages. 


JOHNSON TOLD the subcommittee 


most of the land and business owners 
he had talked to generally supported 
tho Idea of a garage facility. 


"Almost 100 per cent said a facility 


like this is needed in the area," he 
said. "I suppose you could go to every 
business in town and get some objec- 
tions, but I have not found any so 
far." 


The subcommittee is one of two ap- 


pointed by parking committee chair- 
man August Bcttman. The other sub-

will 
study 
alternative 


plans for redeveloping the central 
business district. 


The garage subcommittee will meet 


again Sept. 22.

80% oppose public funds 
for race track stadium

A survey on the proposed Chicago 


Bears football stadium at Arlington 
Park Race Track indicates substan- 
tial opposition to public financing. 


The Hasbrook Civic Assn surveyed 


400 residents in the Hasbrook subdivi- 
sion in Arlington Heights and found 
that an overwhelming 80 per cent of 
the homeowners said they were 
against public financing, while 6 per 
cent favored public financing and 14 
per cent were undecided. 


Of those asked, 58 per cent said 


they were against the stadium propos- 
al, 17 per cent favored it and 25 per 
cent were undecided. 


There are about 500 single-family 


homes in Hasbrook, north of Thomas 
Street east and west of Ridge Avenue. 


Richard Connel, association presi- 


dent, said 98 per cent of those polled 
said 
they were aware 
Arlington 


Heights is considering building a sta- 
dium at the race track 


HOMEOWNERS were asked what 


type of financing they preferred. Pri- 
vate financing was favored by 52 per 
cent, village-issued revenue bonds 


(paid off solely by Income from the 
stadium) was the choice of 7 per cent, 
and a combination of public and pri- 
vate funds was selected by 8 per cent. 


Persons who said they were against 


the stadium were asked to identify the 
primary reason for their opposition 
from a list of six choices. The follow- 
ing answers were received: public fi- 
nancing, 26 per cent; traffic con- 
gestion, 25 per cent; environmental 
problems, 14 per cent; 
potential 


crime, 13 per cent; increased public 
services required, 13 per cent; and 
other problems, 8 per cent. 


Similarly, persons favoring the sta- 


dium were asked why they support 
the project. The following answers 
were given: convenience of entertain- 
ment, 34 per cent; profit to the vil- 
lage, 33 per cent; best use of the land, 
14 per cent; prestige for the village, 
13 per cent; and other reasons, 6 per 
cent.

Israeli's Allon twice irritates Kissinger 
The inside story 


JERUSALEM (UPI) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger said Monday 
night Egypt and Israel arc making 
steady progress on drafting an Inter- 
im peace treaty, but ho openly 
showed Irritation with tho Israeli for- 
eign minister for talking about nego- 
tiation details In public. 


"We ore making solid, steady, prog- 


ress — no great breakthroughs, no 
great holdups," Kissinger said after 
shuttling between Jerusalem and Al- 
exandria with Egyptian and Israeli 
versions of draft treaties In an effort 
to get an agreement on tho writing of 


a new disengagement pact in the 
Sinai peninsula. 


He said Israeli Prime Minister Yit- 


zhak Rabin and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat arc now down to the 
stage of trying to agree on the word- 
Ing of the treaty Kissinger has de- 
signed as the cornerstone for peace 
throughout the Middle East. 


ASKED ABOUT a report that Israel 


and Egypt have made last-minute de- 
mands that threaten negotiations, Kis- 
singer said, "There have been no de- 
mands that have not been foreseen or 
did not exist when I first came into 


the area (his shuttle began Thurs- 
day), and therefore I would caution 
against any speculation that there are 
new or unexpected problems." 


But after a two-hour negotiating 


session in Rabin's Jerusalem offics 
broke up at midnight, Kissinger twice 
showed displeasure over the public re- 
marks of Israeli Foreign Minister 
Yignl Allon. 


Allon and Kissinger stepped from 


tho meeting to talk with reporters. 


When asked for details of negotia- 


tions on how the agreement will ad- 
vance Egyptian lines and pull back 


Israeli lines in the Sinai desert, Kis- 
singer shook his head. 


HE SAID THAT as a mediator it 


was not for him to talk details, but he 
said the Sinai troop lines are "not a 
significant problem." 


Then Allon stepped forward and 


said: "As far as the question that you 
asked the secretary about the lines, I 
think I can be explicit on this." 


Kissinger frowned as Allon began to 


describe details that Kissinger, as a 
diplomat, wanted to keep secret until 
the agreement is signed. 


He has warned In the post that 


agreements can collapse if too much 
is said in public before signing. 


ALLON, LEAVING the 
meeting 


with Kissinger, began to say that Eg- 
ypt will be allowed to occupy the buf- 
fer zone now used by the U.N. peace- 
keeping force plus a few bits of ter- 
ritory now occupied by Israeli forces. 


Kissinger, seeing the details spill 


out, could hold back no more. 


"Look, excuse me, I really do not 


feel that I can be party to such a dis-

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Suburbs pullout from RTA 
urged by state legislator

A separate transit authority is 


needed If the suburbs are to obtain 
good public transportation, State Rep. 
Leo D. LaFleur, R-Bloomlngdale, said 
Monday. 


LaFleur suggested formation of a 


separate suburban transit district dur- 
ing the second meeting of the Region- 
al Transportation Authority legislative 
advisory committee, which consists of 
12 legislators from the six-county RTA 
area. 


LaFleur predicted that the com- 


mittee will recommend changes in the 
RTA act at the next session of the 
Illinois General Assembly. 


"One of the big problems is how to 


deal with the suburban area," La- 
Fleur said. "And we will have a diffi- 
cult time starting new bus services 
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with the existing RTA policies." 


"We need a cohesive unit of the sub- 


urban area to plan their own needs." 


THE RTA SO FAR has dealt only 


with existing services including the 
Chicago Transit Authority, and La- 


Fleur said more suburban planning is 
needed. 


"We have to have the same paro- 


chial Interests as Chicago has in the 
CTA," he said. "They (the RTA) re- 
fuse to face the needs of suburban 
transportation and the establishment 
of service." LaFleur said the RTA 
has no plans for the suburban area. 
"They're only Interested In existing 
transportation." 


The suburbs have varied Interests 


and cannot be welded together volun- 
tarily, LaFleur said. Communities on 
rail lines have different interests than 
communities with bus service or com- 
munities with no service, he said. 


The advisory committee, which con- 


sists of six Democrats and six Re- 
publicans half from the House and half 
from the Senate, is responsible for re- 
viewing RTA activity and making 


subsequent recommendations to the 
General Assembly. 


LATER MONDAY, the RTA board 


voted to delay action on a measure 
that would have led to its involvement 
for the first time in directly operating 
a transit service. 


The move, tabling a motion author- 


izing negotiations to purchase the 
Waukegan-North Chicago Transit Co., 
came after a 2&-hour closed meeting. 


Board Member Nicholas Bosen of 


Chicago said in making the motion 
that the RTA has not progressed to 
the point where it should be involved 
directly in transit operations.

Suburbs pullout from RTA 
urged by state legislator 


by STEVE FOHSYTH 


A separate transit authority is 


needed if the suburbs are to obtain 
good public transportation, State Rep. 
Leo D. LaFleur, R-Bloomingdale, said 
Monday. 


LaFleur suggested formation of a 


separate suburban transit district dur- 
ing the second meeting of the Region- 
al Transportation Authority legislative 
advisory committee, which consists of 
12 legislators from the six-county RTA 
area. 


LaFleur predicted that the com- 


mittee will recommend changes in the 
RTA act at the next session of the 
Illinois General Assembly. 


"One of the big problems Is how to 


deal with the suburban area," La- 
Fleur said. "And we will have a diffi- 
cult time starting new bus services 


LeoD.

with the existing RTA policies." 


"We need a cohesive unit of the sub- 


urban area to plan their own needs." 


THE RTA SO FAR has dealt only 


with existing services including the 
Chicago Transit Authority, and La- 


Fleur said more suburban planning is 
needed. 


"We have to have the same paro- 


chial interests as Chicago has in the 
CTA," he said. "They (the RTA) re- 
fuse to face the needs of suburban 
transportation and tho establishment 
of service." LaFleur said the RTA 
has no plans for the suburban area. 
"They're only interested in existing 
transportation." 


The suburbs have varied interests 


and cannot be welded together volun- 
tarily, LaFleur said. Communities on 
rail lines have different interests than 
communities with bus service or com- 
munities with no service, he said. 


The advisory committee, which con- 


sists of six Democrats and six Re- 
publicans half from the House and half 
from the Senate, is responsible for re- 
viewing RTA activity and making 


subsequent recommendations to the 
General Assembly. 


LATER MONDAY, the RTA board 


voted to delay action on a measure 
that would have led to its involvement 
for the first time in directly operating 
a transit service. 


The move, tabling a motion author- 


izing negotiations to purchase the 
Waukegan-North Chicago Transit Co., 
came after a 2H-hour closed meeting. 


Board Member Nicholas Bosen of 


Chicago said in making the motion 
that the RTA has not progressed to 
the point where it should be Involved 
directly in transit operations. 


Bosen said also the $632,000 ap-

Ford expects Mideast accord soon 


MILWAUKEE (UPI) - President 


Ford told a panel of newspapermen 
Monday ho expects Israel and Egypt 
to reach an Interim agreement on dis- 
engagement of forces in the Sinai 
Desert within a week. 


Ford told a luncheon gathering of 


Iho editorial board of the Milwaukee 
Journal and the Milwaukee Sentinel, 
according to those present, that It Is 
In Egypt's best interests to reach a 
settlement. 


Likewise, Ford said it would be in 


the best Interests of Israel to accept 
such on agreement, although ho rec- 
ognized that Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin has difficult internal 


political opposition problems from the 
right wing in his country. 


At a White House-sponsored confer- 


ence Ford made these points: 


• "On the basis of the latest fig- 


ures, (he darkest days of the reces- 
sion are behind us and the American 
economy is starting to recover. 


• The public Interest must be pro- 


tected against strikes by government 
employes, particularly by police, fire 
and sanitation workers. . 


• Ho "tentatively approved pro- 


posed changes" In the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission's,jurisdiction over 
the trucking industry, but offered no 
details. 


Ford said he hoped "in a week at 


the latest" there would be a final 
agreement. 


Ford told a news conference with 


three Milwaukee television 
anchor- 


men later that the question of place- 
ment of a U. S. monitoring team in 
the Sinai was still undecided. But he 
said that if he approved of such a pol- 
icy he will seek the approval of both 
houses of Congress. 


Ho also made it clear it would in- 


volve only American civilians and "be 
very limited numbers" — about 100 to 
ISO men. 


Ford was on a Midwest swing 


through Chicago and Milwaukee en 
route back to Washington following a 
two-week Colorado vacation. 


In a morning speech in Chicago, he 


sent a double-edged message to big 
business, promising to fight for less 
government regulations but threat- 
ening to attack monopolies "to open 
up the American market place to all 
comers." 


Ford drew his greatest Chicago ap- 


plause when he said, "This is not and 
never will be an administration of 
special interests. This is an adminis- 
tration of public interest and always 
will be just that. "Therefore, we 
will not permit the continuation of 
monopoly privileges not in the public 
interests. It is my job — and your job 
— to open up the American market 
place to all comers." 


On his return to Jerusalem from Al- 


exandria Kissinger reported "very 
•good progress" and vowed to speed 
up his efforts. 


A senior American official traveling 


with Kissinger said a settlement was 
90 per cent complete and that no hit- 
ches had developed. There was specu- 
lation that the secretary of state could 
have an Israeli-Egyptian accord by 
week's end. 


For the first time in his back-and- 


forth shuttle between the two coun- 
tries, Kissinger carried with him writ- 
ten versions of a proposed settlement 
— first an Israeli draft to the Egyp- 
tians and then an Egyptian plan to the 
Israelis. 


Kissinger met in Alexandria, Egypt, 


twice during the day with Sadat, who 
greeted the American he calls his 
"brother" with a warm public em- 
brace. 


The secretary spent the afternoon 


with Egyptian Foreign Minister Is- 
mail Fahmi, while Sadat and his 
aides began the task of putting their 
version of a peace agreement into 
writing. Kissinger came to Egypt with 
the Israelis' proposed draft. 


He met again with Sadat briefly In 


the evening, and before setting off 
again for Israel, told reporters that 
"progress toward removing some of 
the difficulties" of a new agreement 
had been made. 


"My assessment is the President 


and his associates and I and my asso- 
ciates this morning ... did good work 
and made progress toward removing 
some of the difficulties," Kissinger 
said. 


"I don't find up till now any unex- 


pected difficulties, and I'm satisfied 
with the talks we've had here today. 
We will move as fast as we can." 


According to diplomatic sources In 


Jerusalem, Sadat and the Israelis 
have agreed on these key issues: 


• A further pullback of Israeli 


forces in the Sinai Desert seized by 
Israel in the 1967 Middle East war, 
and the return to Egypt of the com- 
manding Milta and Gidi Passes as 
well as the Abu Rudeis oil fields.

mute the sentences of death by firing 
squad imposed last week on former 
dictator George Papadopoulous and 
two of his closest associates.

Lambrias said Premier Constantlne 
Caramanlis' regime acted quickly — 
only two days after sentencing and 
before the three appealed to the Su- 
preme Court — in order to keep peace 
in the country.

Simon: Lockheed landed foreign sale 
contracts through extensive bribes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Financial- 


ly troubled Lockheed Aircraft Corp. 
landed sales contracts with foreign 
countries through extensive bribes, 
. Treasury Secretary William E. Simon 
told a Senate committee Monday. 


Lockheed Board Chairman Daniel 


J. Haughton described the payments 
as "kickbacks" for which "we got re- 
sults." But he said government-back- 
ed money was not used — and any- 
body "at all knowledgeable about for- 
eign sales" knows the way to do busi- 
ness in some countries is to bribe 
somebody. 


Simon and Haughton appeared be- 


fore the Senate Banking Committee, 
whose chairman, William Proxmire, 
D-Wis., has criticized the government 
for guaranteeing $245 million in loans 
to Lockheed in 1971. He suggested the 
U.S. 
government was underwriting 


bribes to foreign governments. 


Simon said Lockheed's bribes jeop- 


ardize future government loan guar- 
antees to companies doing business 
affecting the national security. Lock- 
heed has reported to the Securities 
and Exchange Commission that it 
spent $22 million in "sales commis- 
sions" in foreign countries. 


Simon said that before the loans 


were guaranteed in 1971, Lockheed 
said it had been involved in "isolated 
instances of bribes." But, he said the 
government learned since June that 
the ."dollar amount of payment made 
by Lockheed was substantial and 
bribery might have been an issue in 
more than a few isolated instances." 


Haughton said government-backed 


loans were not used in any foreign 
payments, and the Treasury earned 
$15 million from the 1971 loan guaran- 
tee. He said Lockheed knew about 
such bribes, "but so did everyone else 
who was at all knowledgeable about 
foreign sales." 
- Questioned by Proxmire, Haughton 
refused to name countries involved in 
alleged bribes — "I prefer not to an- 
swer that question at this time," he 


said as Proxmire named various 
countries. 


When asked if he would describe as 


bribes the $22 million Lockheed told 
the SEC was for "sales commis- 
sions," Haughton replied: "My coun- 
sel says he prefers to call them kick- 
backs." 


When he refused to elaborate on the 


difference or name the countries in- 
volved, Proxmire accused him of 
"stonewalling" the investigation. 


He suggested bribes came on sales 


of the Tri-Star wide-bodied jet, of 
which Lockheed has sold $350 million 
worth over the past four years. When 
Haughton said "kickbacks" inevitably 
raised the price of the TriStar, which 


costs from $20-$25 million, Proxmire 
asked: 


"How do you know the bribes 


work?" 


"We got results, I can assure you of 


that," Haughton replied. 


"Put a number on it (money val- 


-ue," Proxmire said. 


"I don't think you can," Haughton 


said. 


Proxmire 
suggested 
the bribes 


came on sales to government-oper- 
ated airlines in Japan, Canada, Great 
Britain and the Middle East. It was 
the TriStar program which brought 
trouble to Lockheed, leading to the 
government-backed $245 million loan 
by a consortium of banks.

Social Security error could cost $1 billion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Over- 


payments to aged, blind and disabled 
' recipients of Social Security — known 
to top $400 million — may eventually 
reach $1 billion when all facts are 
known, Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., pre- 
dicted Monday. 


Saying he was "gravely concerned 


about this massive error," he asked 
Comptroller General Elmer B. Staats 
and Social Security Commissioner 
James B. Cardwell to find out why it 
happened and recommend ways to 
prevent future waste. • 


"The thing that concerns me is not 


only that this has gotten so fouled up, 
but that It goes on so long," Bayh said 
in an Interview. "I think It probably 
will get as high as $1 billion in tax- 
payers' money. I think we're probably 
only halfway down the Iceberg right 
now." 


Government officials recently con- 


firmed reports (by the Washington 
Star) that since the Supplemental Se- 
curity Income program began In 
January last year, there had been 
$403.8 million In overpayments and at 
least '$35 million In underpayments, 
apparently due to errors in a com- 


puter program. 


The program is administered by tho 


Social Security Administration. Bayh 
is a member of a Senate appropria- 
tions subcommittee that oversees its 
operations. 


Law requires that overpayments be 


returned to the government. But, 
Bayh said, most SSI recipients have 
spent the extra money — unaware 
there was a mistake—and cannot af- 
ford to pay it back. 


"We're talking about tens of thou- 


sands of people in destitute condi- 
tions," he told UPI. "The elderly, the 
blind, the sick, the disabled. They're 
not going out on vacations with this 
money. They needed it just to live." 


He said the "best example" he 


knew of the SSI foul-up was the case 
of an elderly Mississippi woman who 
got an overpayment of $146, recog- 
nized it as such, and asked her local 
Social Security office what to do. 


"He suggested she put it in the bank 


while he checked It out," Bayh said. 
"This went on for 10 months ... then 
she got a notice she was being cut off 
from Medicald because she had too 
much money in the bank." 


Bayh said that if the SSI recipients 


must pay back the excess funds re- 
ceived through no fault of their own, 
they be required to do so over a "very 
extended period of time" to avoid un- 
due hardship.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Bargain hunters Monday push- 


ed prices sharply higher for the second consecutive ses- 
sion on tho New York Stock Exchange, but the slow 
trading indicated the market lacked conviction. 


Analysts said some buying was encouraged by Sec. of 


State Henry A. Kissinger's reports of progress on a 
Mideast peace settlement, but tho market generally 
continued to drag most of the day in tho wake of rising 
Interest rates and mounting inflation, which threatens 
to hamper the economic recovery under way.

August car sales gain; 
down only 6% from 1974 


DETROIT (UPI) - The four U.S. 


automakers reported Monday that 
mid-August new car sales worn better 
than expected and down Just 6 per 
cent from a year ago, when buyers 
pushed sales to near-record levels as 
they tried to beat price hikes. 


Dealers for the four companies sold 


201,177 cars in the Aug. 11-20 period, a 
36 per cent jump from the first 10-day 
period which hit a 14-year low. Mid- 
August sales were tho lowest for tho 
period In four years. 


Ford, bolstered by tho end of a 


snlcs incentive contest, was tho only 
automaker to top the ycar-ngo level — 
by eight-tenths of 1 per cent — while 
Its jump over early August was 51 per 
cent. It was only tho second time 
since last October that a 10-day period 
showed an Increase. 


GENERAL MOTORS sold its mid- 


August sales fell 2 per cent from last 
year but were up 27 per cent from 


Aug. MO. American Motors fell 21 per 
cent from ycar-ago levels but topped 
tho first port of the month by 8 per 
cent. Chrysler, the only automaker of- 
fering cash rebates, said its sales 
were down 27 per cent from last year 
but up 57,5 per cent from Aug. 1-10 
with truck sales setting a record. 


Industry executives said tho mid- 


August sales pace was a continuation 
of tho Industry's slow recovery from 
its severest slump since the Depres- 
sion, with a good, orderly sellout of 
the remaining 1975 models. 


"A gradual strengthening in tlio 


marketplace Is evident and the forth- 
coming announcement of 1076 models 
should generate additional sales mo- 
mentum," said Mack W. Worden, 
GM's sales vice president. 


Both auto executives and dealers, 


however, said there is little indication 
of any major buying surge to beat 
higher prices on the 1976 models. 


PRICE HIKES averaging around 


$200 on tho 1976 models have already 
been announced by GM and AMC, 
with Ford indicating its increases will 
be competitive. 


GM sold 100,382 cars in the nine 


selling days of mid-August, compared 
with 91,021 in the eight days last year. 
Sales so far this year of 2,217,142 cars 
were down 10 per cent from last year. 


Ford sales totaled 66,206 cars, up 


eight-tenths of 1 per cent on a daily 
basis from 58,376 last year with sales 
so far this year down 19 per cent. 
AMC sold 8,042 cars in mid-August, 
compared with 9,016 a year ago with 
its year-to-day sales off 16 per cent.

So he did, and 
decided to try 
for a record

It's not easy trying to break a world 


record. Ask Phil Martin. 


With the aid of his brother and a 


few of his friends, Phil is trying to 
break the record of 61 hours and 25 
minutes for the world's longest kite 
flight. 


String in hand, he negotiates a yel- 


low and red box kite in the air above 
his house at 1188 S. Walnut St., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Although the determination was 


there Monday, the weather was not. 
Several times the boys got the kite 
airborne, only to have it sail into trees 
or a nearby roof. But soon the kite 
was up in the air again. 


Phil said the group had planned the 


attempt on Sunday. He said the small- 
er box kite was chosen over a larger 
one because "if the large one hits the 
ground, that's all for the kite." A vin- 
yl kite was used Instead of a paper 
kite so rain would not make it too 
heavy to fly. Nylon fishing line was 
chosen over cotton so that it would not 
split or break. 


THE APPROXIMATE flying al- 


titude of the kite also was well 
planned. 


"At night you have to fly it about 


1,000 feet in the air," Phil said. "But 
during the day with turbulence like 
this I want it at about 50 or 60 feet. If 
it begins to rain I'll put it as high as 
possible because there will be lots of 
up and down drafts on the surface." 


At 2:30 p.m., the kite seemed to 


stabilize In the air, but fell into some 
wires at 3 p.m. After repairs the kite 
went skyward again at 3:10 p.m. 


Phil said the group will keep trying 


until they break the record. 


"We want to keep it up for a whole 


week," added Phil's brother Mark. 
"School doesn't start until Sept. 2, so 
we have plenty of time."

bln also received a $2,500 bill 
from the city for the men and 
trucks used to haul the garbage 
away. 


At tho time of the Incident, the 


occupant declined to offer any 
reason for filling the house with 
trash. 


HE TOLD THE judge he ac- 


cumulated the trash because of 
"personal reasons." Even the 
man's attorney did not get much 
information about the situation. 


Lubln said he has asked his at- 


torney to pursue (he matter to try 
to collect payment for damages to 
tho property. 


"We would like to be able to get 


tho money back," Lubln said, in- 
dicating that while the headlines 
about tho "Garbage House of Des 
Plaincs" Incident have faded, the 
memories of the startling scene 
are still as vivid as they were a 
year ago.

Dist. 59 proposes more budget cuts 


by BOB GALLAS 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 offi- 


cials Monday outlined another $235,000 
in budget cuts that may mean cancel- 
ing most after school activities and a 
cut in the building staff this year. 


The additional cuts bring total budg- 


et cuts in the district to $480,000. The 
district is attempting'to cut costs to 
help ease a projected $1.7-million defi- 
cit for the 1875-76 school year. 


Despite the cuts, the board has 


scheduled a Sept. 27 referendum, 
seeking a 25-cent per $100 assessed 
valuation tax rate hike to meet the 
deficit. 


Four board members at the com- 


mittee meeting indicated they wanted 
to investigate further budget cuts. 
Board Prcs. Judith Zanca objected 
strongly to budget cuts of more than 
$500,000. 


Supt. Roger Bardwell said he asked 


principals to cut a total of $200,000 


from their individual school budgets, 
with the exact amounts to be propor- 
tionate to the size of the schools. 


Bardwell said a final list of individ- 


ual school cuts would probably only 
total $133,000, which he said, should 
make the building cuts "less severe." 


Also planned are cuts in mainte- 


nance services ($66,000), special edu- 
cation services, ($24,000), and central 
administration expenses ($12,000), for 
the $235,000 total. 


A rough list of possible cuts was 


outlined by Bardwell, who emphasized 
the lists may change. The cuts in- 
clude:

$1,200,000 between them in their ca- 
reers. They have accounted for vic- 
tories In 17 stakes races over the last 
three seasons. And one of them, But- 
fajo Lark, win be out to duplicate a 
feat only the mighty Round Table has 
been able to accomplish In Arlington 
Handicap history.. .win consecutive 
renewals. 


He competes under the colors of Ro- 


gers Red Top Farm, but five-year-old 


Buffalo Lark is actually the property 
of a syndicate for which he will stand

and One-Eighth in 1073 (In which he 
bested older rivals) and the Haw- 
thorne Derby when he was a three- 
year-old, with three added money con- 
quests last year, and with a win in the 
$58,200 Donald P. Ross Handicap at 
Delaware Park this summer, the Dr. 
Archie R. Donaldson owned steed has 
earned his place among the present 
day turf aristocracy. 


Royal Glint, a royally bred son of 


racing Immortal Round Table, was 
one of Chicago's gross celebrities in 
1974. Ha was second to Buffalo Lark 
in the Arlington Handicap, then won 
Hawthorne's Sun Beau Handicap in 
which he set a new track record of 
1:54 2/5 for the mile and three-six- 
teenths turf test. 


This summer, the Dan Lasatcr 


owned speedster has gained national 
recognition. . .namely with honors in 
Monmouth Park's $109,150 Amory L. 
Haskell Handicap. The five-year-old 
prevailed by eight lengths in the mile 
and one-quarter main course feature, 
coming within a fifth of a second of 
the track record. He stopped tho clock 
In 2:00 3/5 which is particularly im- 
pressive in that the race was con- 
tested over muddy footing.

lington Handicap include Salt Marsh. 


the 1975 American Derby winner Hon- 
ey Mark, old reliable Our Pappa Joe, 
rags-to-riches Tartar Chief, and the 
Hasty House Farm tandem of Hasty 
Flyer and Zografos. 


Hasty House already owns two Ar- 


lington Handicap winners: Stan in 
1955 and Platan in 1956. Should train- 
er Harry Trotsek saddle for victory 
either of his representatives for this 
summer's edition, he will be the first 
in history to have sent a trio of 
charges postward to turf glory. 


The Arlington Handicap was In- 


augurated in 1929 at Arlington Park 
as a mile and one-quarter test on the 
main course for three-year-olds and 
up. Misstep, who in 1927 won the in- 
augural Arlington Futurity, returned 
two years later to capture the race. 


Sun Beau, one of yesteryear's all- 


time greats, ranks as the most te- 
nacious horse to ever see action In 
the Arlington Handicap.

Revenue sharing 
needs scrutiny 


We urgo local township offi- 


cials to allocate their federal 
revenue-sharing money wisely 
in the coming months, for they 
face the possibility that these 
funds will be cut significantly by 
Congress this fall. 


Township 
governments 
— 


armed with thousands of rcvc- 
n u e-sharing dollars funneled 
back to the local area by the fed- 
eral government since 1971 — 
have reestablished some of their 
influence in our local commu- 
nities by placing new emphasis 
on social services. We commend 
many of these programs which 
otherwise might be neglected in 
the Northwest suburbs and en- 
courage township officials to 
continually evaluate the impact 
of such programs. 


It has been revenue sharing 


that has made programs pos- 
sible for the elderly, the young 
and the underprivileged. At the 
same time, the revenue sharing 
dramatically 
shook 
township 


governments from the verge of 
extinction to a more viable form 
of government. As quickly as 


these townships have grown in 
Influence, they again can fall 
into virtual stagnation if the rev- 
enue-sharing money is cut off. 


Suburban 
township 
super- 


visors have launched a letter 
writing and lobbying campaign 
to battle for continuation of the 
federal program. They contend 
that local tax increases are inev- 
itable without federal subsidies. 


If this is the case, township of- 


ficials owe their constituents 
some very prudent conduct, es- 
pecially during the next several 
months. Before township offi- 
cials begin new projects, they 
must weigh carefully the finan- 
cial implications to the people 
they represent. 


There simply is no assurance 


that the revenue-sharing funds 
will be continued at the current 
rate, and restraint in spending Is 
the only responsible course of 
action that township boards can 
take. 


It is time for township officials 


to review the financial health of 
their form of government.

VAIL, Colo. — Backstairs at the 


White House: 


The press corps traveling with 


President Ford is having its troubles 
with the Secret Service. 


The agents who protect the security 


of the President have also decided it 
is their role to protect the privacy of 
the first family. 


Thus there are Inconsistencies in 


connection with coverage of Ford at 
this Rocky Mountain resort. He has 
been spending about five hours a day 
on the Vail public golf courses. 


Reporters and photographers who 


move In the presidential motorcade 
are permitted to observe the Presi- 
dent tee off from a distance in a 
roped off area. Vail vacationers and 
spectators who come off the street, 
however, can get much closer to the 
President and watch him drive. 


Alan Greenspan, chairman of the 


council of economic advisers and one 
of Ford's frequent golfing compan- 
ions, came up to the pen one day 
where reporters were corralled and 
said, "This is ridiculous." 


Reporters also were roped off on 


platforms that looked like an auction 
block at two political rallies Ford at- 
tended In hotel ballrooms in Des 
Moines, Iowa, and Minneapolis, Minn. 


Standing by the platforms, keeping 


a close eye on the reporters, were 
agents with folded arms. Agents also 
blocked a reporter from going into a 
French restaurant at Vail where Ford 
and Secretary of State Henry A. Kis- 
singer were dining with their fami- 
lies. 


They asked the reporter if she had 


"a reservation." 


In another case an agent ripped a 


camera case out of the hands of a 
free-lance magazine photographer and 
threw it on the ground even after the 
cameraman had agreed not to take 
pictures of Ford and his wife dancing 
in a discotheque where they had gone 


to hear the Ink Spots. 


One reporter was kicked in the 


shins by one agent during Ford's two- 
day trip to Iowa, Minnesota and Illi- 
nois. 


The Secret Service assumed duties 


ot controlling of the press In the LBJ 
era on President Johnson's orders, in- 
cluding the issuance of credentials to 
reporters and cameramen. In the pro- 
cess the agency became something of 
a scoutmaster to their charges. 


During the Nixon administration the 


agents also were used to keep the 
press in line and at times to hustle 
away antiwar protestors that might 
distract attention from the President. 


In the Ford administration the 


agents are calling the shots and even 
officials of the President's press office 
have expressed frustration at the dif- 
ficulty of making their own plans for 
coverage stick. 


Many oldtimers among the White 


House Secret Service detail are no 
longer around and the newer agents 
appear to be more jumpy with press. 


Whatever is happening, some of the 


agents no longer seem to know where 
their line is drawn and the reporters' 
right to cover Ford begins. 


Agents tried to block reporters from 


HUBERT HUMPHREY 


going into a sports store where Mrs. 
Ford was shopping after she mado 
headlines with another interview ex- 
pressing her candid views on her per- 
sonal relations with her husband. At 
first the agents blocked the door to 
the store but afterwards they per- 
mitted some of the press to enter. The 
reporters stood aside awhile so Mrs. 
Ford could make her selections undis- 
turbed.

Humphrey met President Ford at 


the airport in Minneapolis when Ford 
arrived for an overnight speecbmak- 
ing stay and rode with him to the ho- 
tel.

Then when Ford went up to his suite, 
Humphrey gathered members of the 
national press corps following Ford 
and took them to the hotel bar where 
they talked politics until long past 
midnight.

"It would be a good clean campaign 


If Humphrey ran," White House Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen said.

Lung cancer hits more smokers 


AMY WEINSTEIN seams to be boxed in with no place 
to go but further inside. Troublesome, but all a part of 


summer fun nonetheless. 


I would like to ask about lung can- 


cer. Are there other causes of. Inng 
cancer besides smoking? I recently 
had surgery for it, and I don't smoke, 
but In some areas where I bave 
worked there have been some caustic 
fumes, and also, when I was a child I 
had a bad case of virus pneumonia. 
Could that have caused this? Would 
appreciate your opinion. 
.About 90 per cent of cancers of the 
lung in men occur in smokers. 


As a woman you will be interested 


to know that women are far less 
prone to lung cancer, particularly 
during the child-bearing years, but a 
higher per cent of lung cancers in 
women occur in the absence of smok- 
ing. Also, the type of lung cancer that 
occurs in the non-smoker is often 
different from the type that occurs in 
the smoker. 


The virus pneumonia you had as a 


child would have nothing to do with 
your problem, and I doubt that any of 
the caustic fumes you may have been 
exposed to are related to it either. 


Tobacco Is associated with a lot of 


health problems, but you can have 
health problems and never smoke. 


I read your column stating that 


breasts were not muscles and that 
muscles will Increase In size when ex- 
ercised. Does this mean that breasts 
will not Increase in size and shape 
when using certain exercising meth- 
ods since the breasts are not 
mus- 


cles? 


I had the opinion that exercising 


would increase the bust size. I know 
exercising helps firm and prevent 
sagging, but will it cause a lasting In- 
crease in size rather than just tem- 
porary as in the case of weight gain 
and fluid gain? 


No, exercise does not increase the 


size of the breast. The breast is all 
fat, gladular tissue, blood vessels, and 
fibrous connective tissue and liga- 
ments. 


Exercise will improve the appear- 


ance of the breastline, but not by en- 
larging the breast. Most of those ex- 
ercises you read about or see demon- 
strated are designed to work the mus- 
cles behind the breast, called the pec- 
toral muscles. A good example is the 
one of pressing the palms of the hands 
together. When you strengthen and 
enlarge the muscles behind the breast 
even a small breast is pushed for- 
ward, like putting the breast on a pil- 
low. 


Also, certain exercises Improve pos- 


ture which throws the front chest out 
and enhances the breastline. without 
increasing the size of the breast at all. 
Any exercise that improves holding 
the shoulders back and corrects or 
prevents round shoulders has this ef- 
fect. 


Some of the programs for breast en- 


largement also include a high calorie 
diet. The accumulation of fat will en- 
large the breast in some women, but 
the other effects may outweigh, if I 
may use that term, the advantages 
obtained. 


Anything that stretches the breast 


might enlarge it, but It also produces 
more "natural sag" than most women 
want. Overstretching of ligaments can 
occur from going without a bra, par- 
ticularly in a moderate or heavy- 
breasted woman. 


So, you can get some improvement 


in your appearance with those ex- 
ercises, but strictly speaking, 
they 


won't increase the size of the breasts.

Canada 
9s tourist industry

Canada's early settlers were crafts- 


men from necessity. It was a. matter 
of doing it themselves or doing with- 
out. They used skills they had learned 
in their homelands to carve furniture, 
hook rugs, weave fabric and pot dish- 
es. 


Today, the artisans of Canada still 


are at work and their products can be 
purchased in stores across the coun- 
try. 


THE TOURIST Industry is an im- 


portant market for craftsmen. Every 
year more vacationers in search of 
suitable mementos insist on authentic 
handicrafts. Miniature Mounties made 
in Japan don't have much to do with 
Canada. Wood figurines handcarved 
by the craftsmen ot Quebec do. So do 
batik wallhangings from 
Ontario, 


stoneware bowls from Calgary, pon- 
chos knit in the outports of New- 
foundland, porcelain dishes from Sas- 
katchewan and jade jewelry styled in 
British Columbia. 


The range of handcrafted goods Is 


growing all the time. Among the most 
popular items are batik and macrame 
wallhangings, ceramic bottles, ash- 
trays and wall plaques, metal and 
leather jewelry, quilts, boadwork and 
other Indian arts, pewtcrware and 


pottery. 


Finding them is no problem. Many 


artisans sell their work in their own 
studios or workshops. Visit Alta-Glass 
in Medicine Hat, Alberta, where you 
can watch glass sculptors at work, 
then choose your souvenir. 


Shops specializing in handicrafts 


are located in almost every city and 
town in the country. Most gift shops 
and department stores also handle 
them. Watch particularly for shops In 
airports, railway and bus stations, 
arts centres, museums and even hos- 
pitals. . 


The wood sculptures of Quebec and 


Eskimo carvings probably are the two 
crafts for which Canada is best 
known. Salnt-Jean-Port-Joll, 60 miles 
east of Quebec City, has successfully 
promoted the production and sale of 
wood sculptures for nearly half a cen- 
tury and is known as the Handcraft 
Capital of Canada. Some are painted; 
most are not. Old men and women in 
a variety of poses are among the most 
popular items. 


THE ESKIMOS of Canada have 


practiced the art of stone and bone 
carving and skin sewing since the 
dawn of history. Their fine anatomical 
knowledge of the animals around 
them and their keen sense of move- 


ment are seen easily in their carvings 
of bear, walrus, seals, caribou, fish 
and people. They carve them in stone 
from soft soapstone to granite, and In 
walrus Ivory, horn and bone. Eskimo 
prints, another popular art form, ex- 
hibit the same kind of awareness. 


The handicraft market in 'Canada 


undoubtedly has improved in the last 
few years. This is partly because non- 
profit groups such as the Canadian 
G u i l d of Crafts 
and 
Centrale 


d'Artlsanat du Quebec have helped ar- 
tisans upgrade their skills and market 
their goods. Craftsmen are advised 
about the quality of their products, 
their market value and methods for 
selling them. 


The Centrale d' Artisanat has three 


boutiques in Montreal, including the 
large two-story main center, and one 
in Quebec City. These four shops are 
selling the work of about 300 Quebec 
craftsmen. 


The 
Canadian 
Guild 
of 
Crafts 


(Ontario) runs a shop In Toronto 
and will stage a four-week exhibition 
titled Art hi Craft beginning Dec. 6 in 
the London (Ont.) Public Library and 
Art Museum. 


Circle Craft Cooperative, a Victoria 


, group founded less than two years 
ago, sells crafts in its permanent dis- 
play area and sponsors special mar- 


kets, festivals and training work- 
shops. 


WITH A FEW notable exceptions, 


crafts used to be something people did 
in their spare time. Now, more arti- 
sans arc finding they can become full- 
time professionals because "there Is 
an enormous demand for good quality 
handcrafted goods," says Paul Ben- 
nett, executive director of the Cana- 
dian Guild of Crafts. 


In an effort to meet and capitalize 


on this demand, provincial govern- 
ments, colleges and other educational 
institutions are sponsoring an increas- 
ing number of craft courses aimed at 
training artisans of professional cali- 
ber. 


The New Brunswick Craft School, 


for example,-operated by the Hand- 
crafts Branch of the Dept. of Tourism 
In New Brunswick, offers a two-year 
program plus one year's apprentice- 
ship. The five crafts studied are fab- 
rics, jewelry and enameling, pottery, 
weaving and wood. 


"There has been a renaissance of 


crafts in North America in the past 
five years," says John Richard, Hand- 
crafts Branch director. "Craftsmen 
are producing more functional items 
that are both beautiful and useful. 
The taste is now for personalization 
as opposed to mass production." 


Visiting Colombia? Take along your woolies 


CRUISES

BOGOTA, Colombia — If you're 


thinking of visiting Bogota on a swing 
through tropical South America, take 
along warm clothing. 


Although the Colombian capital of 3 


million population lies barely 300 
miles north of the equator, the tem- 
perature rarely gets to 70 degrees in 
tho daytime, and nights can bo chilly. 


Tho reason la tho city's elevation of 


nbout 9,000 feet above sea level in tho 
middle of one of tho three majestic 
A n d e s mountain ranges cutting 
through tho country. 


Tho old center of the city, with its 


homes of white walls, red-tiled roofs 
and green balconies dating back to 
tho Spanish colonial era, is nestled 
against two peaks which dominate Bo- 
gota's panorama. 


ALONG A BROAD valley, the city's 


working class and industrial areas 
stretch out to tho south and west, and 
tho new business and nicer residential 
areas follow tho line of tho foothills to 
tho north. 


Despite the chilly weather, modern 


heating devices are practically un- 
known. Bogotonos • simply put 
on 


woolies, throw another .blanket on 
their beds or huddlo around fire- 
places. 


There arc no seasons in Bogota. The 


temperature is practically tho same 
In summer and winter, but tho late 
spring and early summer is tho rainy 
season and called "winter" by tho na- 
tives. 


The mountains, incidentally, pro- 


vide some magnificent scenery. Tho 


sight of the city's skyline silhouetted 
against the Monserrate .and Guada- 
lupe peaks can be appreciated from 
any areas in the west, for example, 
driving in from tho airport. 


Of the two "hills," both about 11,000 


feet above sea level, Monserrante Is 
the more famous, with its pilgrims' 
shrine on top. 


QUINTA DE BOLIVAR is another 


tourist attraction. It is the mountain 
retreat Colombia gave to Simon Boli- 
var, the man who freed Peru, Bolivia, 
Ecuadore, Venezuela and Colombia 
from Spanish colonial rule before his 
death in 1830. 


The house is now a museum where 


many mementos of Bolivar's military 
campaigns against the Spaniards are 
preserved. 


A stroll through the old, narrow, co- 


lonial streets, past the San Carlos 
presidential palace, the ancient Mint 
and 
tho central Bolivar 
square 


flanked by the Capitol and tho Cath- 
edral, should lead to another must: 
the Gold Museum of Santander Park. 


Administered by Colombia's central 


bank, the musuem harbors a treasure 
In gold and emeralds and provides 
graphic illustrations of ancient Indian 
folklore. 


APART FROM major luxury Items, 


prices still seem dirt-cheap in Co- 
lombia compared with the United 
States. A call from a public telephone 
costs less than a penny, a cab ride 
from one end of the city to another 
will cost less than a dollar, and even 
a full-course dinner for two in the best 


hotel, with a cocktail, may not come 
to $10. 


The Tequendama Hotel ($20 for a 


double) is a favorite with tourists, but 
the Bacata, a little closer to the old 
center, also has excellent accom- 
modations. 


Gasoline costs an incredible 11 cents 


a gallon, but the uninitiated may not 
want to rent a car themselves. Traffic 
lights are few and far between and 
the foolhardlest at the wheel often has 
the right of way.

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Knitting's right for lefties 


by JUDY LOVE 


Many letters hnvo como in late- 


ly from women who think their 
Icft-hondcdncss gives them a good 
excuse for not learning to knit. 
We'd Ilko to help those who want 
to knit. First, by reassuring you 
Icftlcs that It's not so hard with a 
little- patience and practice, then 
by giving you some practical tips. 


Knitting Is a two-handed pro- 


cess and Is always a little awk- 
ward for any beginner. As added 
help, wo consulted Molly Green- 
fcdcr, former editor of McCall's 
knitting books and now tho stylist 
for Reynolds Yarns, who has had 
great success In teaching right 
and left-handers to knit. She be- 
lieves that people who can do 
some things with their right hand 
should try to learn tho con- 
ventional knitting method which 
will make it easy to read direc- 
tions. Get yourself a beginner's 
knitting booklet and start prac- 
ticing. No one should start off 
with an ambitious project — it's 
best to begin with sample squares 
of knit stitches, purl stitches, then 
alternating rows of each, called 
tho stockinette stitch. 


IF WITHIN A week's time you 


feel your left hand keeps dominat- 
ing, try an alternative method. 
Mrs. Grccnfcdcr recommends the 
continental, or German method. 
With It there Is little hand move- 
ment. Tho yarn is held by the left 
hand. Instead of throwing the 
yarn around tho right-hand needle 
with tho right hand, tho yarn is 
caught by tho point of tho rlght- 


FALL TENNIS lovers need a little 
warmup after a seision on the 
courts. Hero's a zip-front sweater 
for right or left-handed knitters to 
work for a favorite tennis player. 


hand needle as it comes from the 
left index finger and then pulled 
through the stitch. 


The steps in the continental 


method: cast on stitches as usual, 


as shown in your beginner's knit- 
ting book. Wind the yarn through 
your left hand starting under the 
little finger, over the ring finger, 
under the middle finger, and over 
and around the index finger twice. 
Hold both'needles in the same 
way — thumbs in front of needles 
and the fingers going over the 
needles to the back. 


FIRST, THE KNIT STITCH: In- 


scrt the point of the right needle 
into the front of stitch on the left 
needle, from left to right. Move 
tho point of the right needle to the 
right of the yarn coming from the 
left index finger, then toward the 
back and behind the yarn. Move 
the left index finger back so that 
the yarn lies taut over the needle. 
Move the right needle point for- 
ward and through the loop on the 
left needle, pulling yarn through 
loop. Slip the loop off the left 
needle. Keep this up and make 
about 10 rows for practice. 


NOW, THE PURL 
STITCH: 


With the yarn in front of the work, 
place the point of the right needle 
behind the yarn, insert it from 
right to left through the front of 
tho stitch. Bring the point up In 
front of the yarn, then down from 
the right to the left behind the 
yarn. Holding the strand of yarn 
on the needle with the right 
thumb, push right needle point 
back through the loop on the left 
needle, going under left needle 
point. Slip the loop off the left 
needle. Repeat till you have mas- 
tered the process. 


Mrs. Greenfeder has a third 


suggestion: 
follow conventional, 


or right-handed, instructions but 
use your left hand. ( 


You'll need to do some trans- 


posing on all your knitting pattern 
l e a f l e t s . Wherever you see 
"right," mark it out and fill in 
"left," and vice versa. Do this be- 
fore you start the project to avoid 
confusion. For instance, when a 
sweater has two fronts, and direc- 
tions are given for the right front, 
you'll be working the left front. 
When making sleeves, if the back 
of the sleeve is shaped differently 
from the front, you'll be working 
on the left sleeve when reading 
the directions for the right. 


In practicing this third method, 


enlist the aid of a friend who 
knits. Sit opposite a right-handed 
knitter and copy her technique 
with the opposite hand. A very 
tricky way to translate right- 
handed instruction photos into 
left-handed is to hold your knitting 
book up to the mirror and follow 
the reflection; substitute left for 
right and vice versa in the written 
directions. 


Anyone who can play tennis left- 


handed deserves a hand knit ten- 
nis sweater. A set-winner is 
worked in Reynolds Reynelle 
yarn. Easy-to-follow directions for 
sizes 32 to 42 are available by 
sending 50 cents to Stitchin' Time, 
C/o Paddock Publications, Radio 
City Station Box 503, New York, 
New York 10019.

Only thing I can pass 
along are some old faithfuls, which 
many write about. One is to put sau- 
cers of beer around. The snails are 
attracted, fall In and drown. 


Another way is to go around with a 


container full of salt water, pick up 
tho snails with tongs and drop them 
in. Like slugs, snails are destroyed al- 
most Instantly by salt and you can go 
on patrol with a box of salt. It's a 
tedious undertaking, but in your case 
I know of no other methods.

She 
weighs about IS pounds and her 
length is perhaps 3 feet, plus a 6-inch 
tall crowded with extra-long prickles. 
Junior weighs about 1 pound and mea- 
sures about 12 Inches, Including his 
tail. 


The female porcupine feeds her 


young pincushion on mother's milk, 
though only for a few days. If he has 
to, junior Is well able to climb a tree 
when only 2 days old. But usually he 
stays in his mother's den for a week 
or so, until his soft baby spikes be- 
come hardened. 


When 10 days old, the young porcu- 


pine goes forth at dawn and sunset in 
search of chcwabie vegetables. By 
this lime his spikes are hard and 
deadly sharp. What's more, the welt- 
developed youngster knows just how 
to mow down his enemies. He stays 
close by his mother through the sum- 
mer. Porcupines do not hibernate, 
thougli junior may share his mother's 


den for long rest periods during the 
winter. 


Though the porcupine is rather slow 


and clumsy, he is an excellent tree 
climber and a good swimmer. He is 
not a brainy fellow, perhaps because 
few animals dare to challenge him. 
When threatened, he turns his back 
and whacks his tail in his enemy's 
face. This is enough, for loose spines 
in his tail stick into the flesh where 
they dig in deeper and still deeper.

HARMON BROUGHT his fist down 


on his desk in anger and said, "Then 
from out of nowhere in 1969 a Laurel 
and Hardy wristwatch appeared. Next 
it was product endorsements on tele- 
vision, billboard adds and all the 
rest." 


The producer said he learned that 


Roach had sold the rights to the Rich- 


ard Feiner Co. and Overseas Pro- 
gramming Co. among others. 


Harmon filed suit against Roach, 


Feiner and the rest, a legal action 
that dragged on for five years. 


"I was told not to pursue it because 


for 200 years it's been accepted that 
when a person dies his reputation be* 
comes public domain," Harmon said. 


"I didn't believe it. Why should the 


widows not benefit from the fame and 
publicity their husbands enjoyed dur- 
ing their lifetimes. So I fought. 


"THE LAUREL and Hardy proper- 


ty rights are mine, Lupille's and Ida's 
in perpetuity. The judge's ruling this 
month restrained all the others from 
using those rights," Harmon said. 


"A few weeks before he died I 


promised Stan I would see that Ida 
and Lucille would always be protected 
in the sale of Laurel and Hardy prod- 
ucts," he said. 


"The legal battle cost me $250,000 


cash. There's no way I will ever re- 
coup that. But the Important thing is I 
kept my promise to Stan Laurel. 


"If anyone wants to make a movie 


about the lives of Laurel and Hardy, 
they'll have to come to me — and Lu- 
cille and Ida."

The Labor Department said 49,254

Impact of air bases to be studied 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Air 


Force announced Monday it will 
spend $450,000 to study the economic, 
social and environmental conditions 
around 30 air bases, including Scott 
Air Force Base in Belleville, 111,, but 
stressed this did not mean the bases 
would be closed or other changes 
made. 


A spokesman said the studies will 


bo used to see what effects changes in 


an Air Force base would have on the 
local community.

he said, is to satisfy environmental 
noise control, and other laws and 
r e g u l a t i o n s which require that 
changes at a base take into consid- 
eration the economic, social and envi- 
ronmental climate.

A new view 
of the 
human body 


CLEVELAND (UPI) — The world's first body scan- 


ner capable of displaying cross-section "slice" views of 
the entire human body is undergoing evaluation at the 
Cleveland Clinic, clinic officials have said. 


The Delta Body Scanner, produced by Ohio Nuclear 


Corp. of Solon, Ohio, is credited with providing a new 
method of visualizing diseases of the chest and abdo- 
men as well as the brain. 


The "slice" view displayed on a television screen 


shows the anatomy of any particular region of the body 
as it would be seen looking through the patient from 
head to foot. 


"We have been able to identify benign and malignant 


tumors, fluid accumulations in the heart sac, cysts, and 
lymph node abnormalities," said Dr. Ralph Alfidl, head 
of the clinic's radiology department. 


"With the scanner we can, for the first time, observe 


and quantitate the density of abnormalities in the ac- 
tual tissues of a number of organs studied," he added. 
"Conventional radlologic methods often limit us to 
seeing only the effects of abnormalities on an organ or 
body cavity contours." 


The body scanner combines a computer with a scan- 


ning X-ray beam and its receiving sensors. Alfidl says it 
has been very useful for mapping radiation treatment 
regimens.

Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 offi- 


cials Monday outlined another $235,000 
in budget cuts that may mean cancel- 
ing most after school activities and a 
cut In the building staff this year. 


The additional cuts bring total budg- 


et cuts in the district to $480,000. The 
district is attempting to cut costs to 
help ease a projected $1.7-million defi- 
cit for the 1975-76 school year. 


Despite the cuts, the board has 


scheduled a Sept. 27 referendum, 
seeking a 25-cent per $100 assessed 
valuation tax rate hike to meet the 
deficit. 


Four board members at the com- 


mittee meeting indicated they wanted 
to investigate further budget cuts. 
Board Pres. Judith Zanca objected 
strongly to budget cuts of more than 
$500,000. 


Supt. Roger Bardwell said he asked 


principals to cut a total of $200,000 
from their individual school budgets, 
with the exact amounts to be propor- 
tionate to the size of the schools. 


Bardwell said a final list of individ- 


ual school cuts would probably only 
total $133,000, which he said, should 
make the building cuts "less severe." 


Also planned are cuts in mainte- 


nance services ($66,000), special edu- 
cation services, ($24,000), and central 
administration expenses ($12,000), for 
the $235,000 total. 


A rough list of possible cuts was 


outlined by Bardwell, who emphasized 
the lists may change. The cuts in- 
clude:

Plaines officials found about 10 
tons of garbage piled up in a local 
man's apartment.

Ho pleaded guilty to a 
charge of creating n public nui- 
sance and was fined $80. 


Robert Lubln of the Lubln Man- 


agement Corp., owner of the town- 
house In DCS Plaines, has been 
trying to find tho former occu- 
pant. 


LUBIN SAID HE now has the 


townhouso leased on a temporary 
basis, but ho said he had to 
rebuild tho townhouso. 


"Wo gutted everything; It cost 


about $15,000 and we just finished 
It all recently," ho said. 


Besides tho renovation cost, Lu- 


bin also received a $2,500 bill 
from the city for the men and 
trucks used to haul the garbage 
away. 


At the time of the Incident, the 


occupant declined to offer any 
reason for filling the house with 
trash. 


HE TOLD THE judge he ac-

reward to anyone with information 
leading to the arrest and conviction of 
persons damaging Central Telephone 
Co. property. 


The union employes went on strike 


July 1 after the two sides failed to 
reach agreement on a new contract. 
About 350 management employes are 
working in place of the union employ- 
es. 


Negotiations have been stalled be- 


cause of disagreement over several 
proposed changes in work rules ahd 
company policies. Some 30 issues, 
however, including pay raises and 
fringe benefits, remain unresolved. 


The two sides will meet again at 


10 a.m. Sept. 9 at the O'Hare Hilton 
Hotel. 


BESIDES THE vandalism, there

Computer logging system 
to aid service in library

Anyone who has patiently — or im- 


patiently — waited for a librarian to 
wade through the procedure of check- 
ing out a book will appreciate the In- 
dian Trails Library District's move to 
a computerized logging system' 


The new system, slated for use by 


Sept. 2 at a cost of $40,000 over a 
5-year period, is the first of its kind in 
the Northwest suburbs, Kenneth G. 
Swanson, head librarian, said. 


The system operates through a cen- 


tral computer in Northbrook. Coded 
information printed on books and 
records is sent in from Indian Trails 
or one of the five other participating 
branches via their own mini-comput- 
ers. 


ONCE THE INFORMATION is reg- 


istered In the central computer, every- 
thing from Inter-library loons to over- 
due notices are handled automatical- 
ly, with a minimum of paperwork. 


"We're quite enthusiastic about the 


idea," said Alberta Winka, head of

Buffalo Grove Village Pros. Edward 


A. Fablali Monday night said appoint- 
ed commission members and chair- 
men should be exempt from making 
financial disclosures in any future vil- 
lage ethics ordinance.

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Israeli's Allon twice irritates Kissinger 


JERUSALEM (UPI) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger said Monday 
night Egypt and Israel arc making 
steady progress on drafting an inter- 
im peace treaty, but he openly 
showed irritation with the Israeli for- 
eign minister for talking about nego- 
tiation details In public. 


"We arc making solid, steady, prog- 


ress — no great breakthroughs, no 
great holdups," Kissinger said after 
shuttling between Jerusalem and Al- 
exandria with Egyptian and Israeli 
versions of draft treaties In an effort 
to get an agreement on the writing of 


a new disengagement pact in the 
Sinai peninsula. 


He said Israeli Prime Minister Yit- 


zhak Rabin and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat are now down to the 
stage of trying to agree on the word- 
Ing of the treaty Kissinger has de- 
signed as the cornerstone for peace 
throughout the Middle East. 


ASKED ABOUT a report that Israel 


and Egypt have made last-minute de- 
mands that threaten negotiations, Kis- 
singer said, ''There have been no de- 
mands that have not been foreseen or 
did not exist when I first came Into 


the area (his shuttle began Thurs- 
day), and therefore I would caution 
against any speculation that there are 
new or unexpected problems." 


But after a two-hour negotiating 


session in Rabin's Jerusalem 
offic3 


broke up at midnight, Kissinf.cr twice 
showed displeasure over the public re- 
marks of Israeli Foreign Minister 
Ylgal Allon. 


Allon and Kissinger stepped from 


the meeting to talk with reporters. 


When asked for details of negotia- 


tions on how the agreement will ad- 
vance Egyptian lines and pull back 


Israeli lines In the Sinai desert, Kis- 
singer shook his head. 


HE SAID THAT as a mediator it 


was not for him to talk details, but he 
said the Sinai troop lines are "not a 
significant problem." 


Then Allon stepped forward and 


said: "As far as the question that you 
asked the secretary about the lines, I 
think I can be explicit on this." 


Kissinger frowned as Allon began to 


describe details that Kissinger, as a 
diplomat, wanted to keep secret until 
the agreement is signed. 


He has warned in the post that 


agreements can collapse if too much 
is said in public before signing. 


ALLON, LEAVING the 
meeting 


with Kissinger, began to say that Eg- 
ypt will be allowed to occupy the buf- 
fer zone now used by the U.N. peace- 
keeping force plus a few bits of ter- 
ritory now occupied by Israeli forces. 


Kissinger, seeing the details spill 


out, could hold back no more.

It's not easy trying to break a world 


record. Ask Phil Martin. 


With the aid of his brother and a 


few of his friends, Phil is trying to 
break the record of 61 hours and 25 
minutes for the world's longest kite 
flight. 


String in hand, he negotiates a yel- 


low and red box kite in the air above 
his house at 1188 S. Walnut St., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Although the determination was 


there Monday, the weather was not. 
Several times the boys got the kilo 
airborne, only to have it sail into trees 
or a nearby roof. But soon the kite 
was up in the air again. 


Phil said the group had planned the 


attempt on Sunday. He said the small- 
er box kite was chosen over a larger 
one because "if the large one hits the 
ground, that's all for the kite." A vin- 
yl kite was used instead of a paper 
kite so rain would not make it too 
heavy to fly. Nylon fishing line was 
chosen over cotton so that it would not 
split or break. 


THE APPROXIMATE flying al- 


titude of the kite also was well 
planned. 


"At night you have to fly it about 


1,000 feet in the air," Phil said. "But 
during the day with turbulence like 
this I want it at about 50 or 60 feet. If 
it begins to,rain I'll put it as high as 
possible because there will be lots of 
up and down drafts on the surface." 


At 2:30 p.m., the kite seemed to 


stabilize in the airj but fell Into some 
wires at 3 p.m. After repairs the kite 
went skyward again at 3:10 p.m. 


Phil said the group will keep trying 


until they break the record. 


"We want to keep it up for a whole 


week," added Phil's brother Mark. 
"School doesn't start until Sept. 2, so 
we have plenty of time."

Computer logging system 
to aid service in library 


by LAURA SCIIMALBACH 


Anyone who has patiently — or im- 


patiently — waited for a librarian to 
wade through the procedure of check- 
ing out a book will appreciate the In- 
dian Trails Library District's move to 
a computerized logging system. 


The new system, slated for use by 


Sept. 2 at a cost of $40,000 over a 
5-year period, is the first of its kind in 
the Northwest suburbs, Kenneth G. 
Swanson, head librarian, said. 


The system operates through a cen- 


tral computer in Northbrook. Coded 
information printed on books and 
records is sent In from Indian Trails 
or one of the five other participating 
branches via their own mini-comput- 
ers. 


ONCE THE INFORMATION is reg- 


istered in the central computer, every- 
thing from inter-library loans to over- 
due notices are handled automatical- 
ly, with a minimum of paperwork. 


"We're quite enthusiastic about the 


idea," said Alberta Winka, head of 


the Indian Trails technical services 
department. "Before this, one person 
spent almost the entire- day just 
checking in books. This will save a 
great deal of time." 


An increase in the number of li- 


brary materials is the primarj reason 
behind the switch to computers, Swan- 
son said. Although most of the 35 
N o r t h Suburban Library System 
members turned down the idea be- 
cause of the cost and/or a distrust of 
computerization,'Indian Trails' mush- 
rooming circulation pointed to the 
move, he said. 


An increase in cataloging would 


have required a larger staff, Swanson 
explained. With the computer elimi- 
nating "all that routine busywork," 
many people will be available for the 
new jobs, he said. 


"I WON'T HAVE any trouble at all 


taking up their time when the comput- 
er goes into operation," he said. 


Preparation for the conversion has 


been "a tremendous undertaking" for 


the last 11 months, Mrs. Winka said. 
Almost 32,500 of the library's 50,000 
volumes have been tagged with the 
identifying computer tape, and the re- 
mainder of the change will be a grad- 
ual process. Although only books and 
records are computerized now, all 
other materials will be added even- 
tually, Mrs. Winka said.

$200,000 tab to save trailer park 


by TOM VON MALDER 


The state could save an estimated 


$200,000 If efforts to purchase the Elk 
Grove Mobile Homes Park without a 
court battle are successful. 


The 11.6-acre trailer park, 941 Hie- 


gins Rd., Elk Grove Township, is on 
land which will be flooded as part of 
the Busse Woods reservoir project. 


James Takahashl, construction en- 


gineer, Illinois Division of Water Re- 
sources, estimated it would cost 
$200,000 for the state to prevent the 
trailer park from flooding. State offi- 
cials have decided to continue work 
on tho reservoir project even if the 
trailer park remains. 


Takahashl said the work required to 


prevent flooding of tho trailer park 
would include a ring levee around the 
park and water pumps both in the 
levee and within the trailer park. The 
pumps would be needed because the 
levee not only would keep out the re- 
servoir water but also keep in the nat- 
ural stormwater that would fall on the 
trailer park, he said. 


WORK ON THE levee and pumps 


would not be started until next year. 
The Busse Woods dam is not expected 
to be completed until September 1976. 


The Forest Preserve District, which 


has filed a condemnation suit to ob- 
tain the trailer park site, hopes that 
an out-of-court settlement can be 
reached, according to its attorney, 
James A. Ronan. 


"We're trying to move as fast as we 


can. There have been appraisers out 
there," Ronan said Monday, adding 
that the total appraisal figure is not 
yet available. 


Ronan said no trial date has been 


set in the condemnation suit. He said 
a date may be set next month if a 
settlement is not reached. 


Plans for relocating the 750 resi- 


dents of the trailer park are being de- 
layed because relocation cannot begin 
until the Forest Preserve District 
owns the land, a spokesman for Vec- 
tor Corp. said Monday. Vector Corp. 
is a consulting firm hired by the state 
to handle the relocation and to deter- 
mine how much each family will re- 
ceive In reimbursement for relocation 
expenses. 


THE FAMILIES will be paid mov- 


ing and maintenance expenses plus an 
allowance to cover Increased rental 
costs over the next four years. Fami- 
lies owning trailers which cannot be 
moved will be given comparable new 
trailers and Increased rental allow- 
ance. It is estimated that each trailer 
owner will be paid between $2,500 and 
$10,000. 


Forest preserve and state officials

Three Schaumburg police officers 


were hired by the park district to 
work as park rangers during off-duty 
hours. They work seven days a week 
from B p.m. to midnight May through 
O c t o b e r , checking security in 
Schaumburg's 32 parks. The park dis- 
trict pays the men $5 an hour and pro- 
vides uniforms and a red Jeep-type 
vehicle. 


The rangers and Duanc Hosimcr, 


park superintendent of recreation, be- 
leivc pnrk security should be the re- 
sponsibility of the park district and 
the village. 


"Our park rangers are trained po- 


lice officers aware of park problems. 
They will concentrate their efforts 
solely on the parks, while the police 
department will continue routine pnrk 
patroling and serve as a backup for 
us," Hosimer said. 


WHILE INCREASING vandalism in 


Schaumburg's parks sparked the need 
for more park security, preventing 
vandalism and enforcing park ordi- 
nances are only part of the park 
rangers' job. 


"Public relations is the rangers' 


primary responsibility, wliile law en- 
forcement is secondary,"

Rolling Meadows residents may pay 


for garbage service (or the first time 
In 1076 If tiio city council adopts a pro- 
posed lax levy ordinance tonight. 


The ordinance also would add a 


number of other Items to the tax bills 
of property owners for civil defense, 
crossing guards, the annual audit, the 
road and bridge fund and Illinois Mu- 
nicipal Retirement Fund contribu- 
tions. 


The taxes arc being levied to help 


make up for an estimated loss this 
year of about $300,000 in municipal 
revenue, caused partly by an unex- 
pected decrease In the total assessed 
property valuation and an error in 
preparing the 1074 tax levy. 


CITY TREASURER Robert Cole 


said the taxes will Increase the cur- 
rent rote for municipal services from 
73 cents to $1.23 per $100 of assessed 
valuation in 1076. The projected rate 
Is figured on a total assessed valu- 


ation of $100 million, he said. Pre- 
sently, all property In the city is as- 
sessed at about $97 million. 


Cole said city officials had expected 


the total assessed valuation to reach 
$100 million this year and 1074 levies 
were set accordingly, creating a tax 
loss. 


The loss was compounded when city 


officials submitted the tax levy ordi- 
nance, Improperly listing corporate 
expenses under the heading of police 
protection. 


The estimated $300,000 deficit is the 


difference between what the city will 
receive this year for police protection 
and the amount that could have been 
collected \slth an additional levy for 
corporate expenses plus the monies 
lost because of a decrease in total as- 
sessed valuation.

The Palatine Park Board tonight is 


expected to approve the disannexatlon 
of 22 houses in the Tall Oaks subdivi- 
sion of Rolling Meadows.

Israeli's Allon twice irritates Kissinger 


JERUSALEM (UPI) — Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger said Monday 
night Egypt and Israel arc making 
steady progress on drafting an inter- 
im, peace treaty, but he openly 
showed irritation with the Israeli for- 
eign minister for talking about nego- 
tiation details in public. 


"We arc making solid, steady, prog- 


ress — no great breakthroughs, no 
great holdups," Kissinger said after 
shuttling between Jerusalem and Al- 
exandria with Egyptian and Israeli 
versions of draft treaties In an effort 


lo get an agreement on the writing of 


a new disengagement pact in the 
Sinai peninsula. 


He said Israeli Prime Minister Yit- 


zhak Rabin and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat are now down to the 
stage of trying to agree on the word- 
ing of the treaty Kissinger has de- 
signed as the cornerstone for peace 
throughout the Middle East. 


ASKED ABOUT a report that Israel 


and Egypt have made last-minute de- 
mands that threaten negotiations, Kis- 
singer said, "There hove been no de- 
mands that have not been foreseen or 
did not exist when I first came into 


the area (his shuttle began Thurs- 
day), and therefore I would caution 
against any speculation that there arc 
new or unexpected problems." 


But after a two-hour negotiating 


session in Rabin's Jerusalem offica 
broke up at midnight, Kissinfcr twice 
showed displeasure over the public re- 
marks of Israeli Foreign Minister 
Yigal Allon. 


Allon and Kissinger stepped from 


the meeting to talk with reporters. 


When asked for details of negotia- 


tions on how the agreement will ad- 
vance Egyptian lines and pull back 


Israeli lines in the Sinai desert, Kis- 
singer shook his head. 


HE SAID THAT as a mediator it 


was not for him to talk details, but he 
said the Sinai troop lines are "not a 
significant problem." 


Then Allon stepped forward and 


said: "As far as the question that you 
asked the secretary about the lines, I 
think I can be explicit on this." 


Kissinger frowned as Allon began to 


describe details that Kissinger, as a 
diplomat, wanted to keep secret until 
the agreement is signed. 


He has - warned in the past that 


agreements can collapse if too much 
is said in public before signing. 


ALLON. LEAVING the 
meeting 


with Kissinger, began to say that Eg- 
ypt will be allowed to occupy the buf- 
fer zone now used by tho U:N. peace- 
keeping force plus a few bits of ter- 
ritory now occupied by Israeli forces. 


Kissinger, seeing the details spill 


out, could hold back no more.

It's not easy trying to break a world 


record. Ask Phil Martin. 


With the aid of his brother and a 


few of his friends, Phil is trying'to 
break the record of 61 hours and 25 
minutes for the world's longest kite 
flight. 


String in hand, he negotiates a yel- 


low and red box kite In the air above 
his house at 1188 S. Walnut St., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Although the determination was 


there Monday, the weather was not. 
Several times the boys got the kite 
airborne, only to have it sail into trees 
or a nearby roof. But soon the kite 
was up in the air again. 


Phil said the group had planned the 


attempt on Sunday. He said the small- 
er box kite was chosen over a larger 
one because "if (he large one hits the 
ground, that's all for the kite." A vin- 
yl kite was used instead of a paper 
kite so rain would not make it too 
heavy to fly. Nylon fishing line was 
chosen over cotton so that it would not 
split or break. 


THE APPROXIMATE flying al- 


titude of the kite also was well 
planned. 


"At night you have to fly it about 


1,000 feet in the air," Phil said. "But 
during the day with turbulence like 
this I want it at about 50 or 60 feet. If 
it begins to rain I'll put it as high as 
possible because there will be lots of 
up and down drafts on the surface." 


At 2:30 p.m., the kite seemed to 


stabilize in the air, but fell into some 
wires at 3 p.m. After repairs the kite 
went skyward again at 3:10 p.m. 


Phil said the group will keep trying 


until they break the record. 


"We want to keep it up for a whole 


week," added Phil's brother Mark. 
"School doesn't start until Sept. 2, so 
we have plenty of time."

Another unsuccessful attempt ends 
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80% oppose public financing for Bears stadium

A survey on the proposed Chicago 


Boars football stadium at Arlington 
Park Race Track Indicates substan- 
tial opposition to public financing. 


The Hasbrook Civic Assn. surveyed 


400 residents In the Hasbrook subdivi- 
sion In Arlington Heights and found 
that an overwhelming 80 per cent of 
the homeowners said they were 


against public financing, while 6 per 
cent favored public financing and 14 
per cent were undecided. 


Of those asked, 58 per cent said 


they were against the stadium propos- 
al, 17 per cent favored it and 25 per 
cent were undecided. 


There are about 500 single-family 


homes In Hasbrook, north of Thomas 
Street cast and west of Ridge Avenue. 


Richard Connel, association presi- 


dent, said 98 per cent of those polled 
said they were aware Arlington 
Heights is considering building a sta- 
dium' at the race track. 


HOMEOWNERS were asked what 


type of financing they preferred. Pri- 
vate financing was favored by 52 per 
cent, village-issued revenue bonds 
(paid off solely by income from the 


stadium) was the choice of 7 per cent, 
and a combination of public and pri- 
vate funds was selected by 8 per cent. 


Persons who said they were against 


the stadium were asked to identify the 
primary reason for their opposition 
from a list of six choices. The follow- 
ing answers were received: public fi- 
nancing, 26 per cent; traffic con- 
gestion, 26 per cent; environmental

problems, 14 per cent; potential 
crime, 13 per cent; increased public 
services required, 13 per cent; and 
other problems, 8 per cent. 


Similarly, persons favoring the sta- 


dium were asked why they support 
the project.'The following answers 
were given: convenience of entertain- 
ment, 34 per cent; profit to the vil- 
lage, 33 per cent; best use of the land, 
14 per cent; prestige for the village, 
13 per cent; and other reasons, 6 per 


cent.

Israeli's Allon twice irritates Kissinger 


JERUSALEM (UPI) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger said Monday 
night Egypt and Israel arc making 
steady progress on drafting an inter- 
im peace treaty, but he openly 
showed Irritation with the Israeli for- 
eign minister for talking about nego- 
tiation details in public. 


"We arc making solid, steady, prog- 


ress — no great breakthroughs, no 
great holdups," Kissinger said after 
shuttling between Jerusalem and Al- 
exandria with Egyptian and Israeli 
versions of draft treaties in an effort 
to get an agreement on the writing of 


a new disengagement pact in the 
Sinai peninsula. 


He said Israeli Prime Minister Yit- 


zhak Rabin and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat are now down to the 
stage of trying to agree on the word- 
Ing of the treaty Kissinger has de- 
signed as the cornerstone for peace 
throughout the Middle East. 


ASKED ABOUT a report that Israel 


and Egypt have made last-minute de- 
mands that threaten negotiations, Kis- 
singer said, "There have been no de- 
mands that have not been foreseen or 
did not exist when I first came into 


the area (his shuttle began Thurs- 
day), and therefore I would caution 
against any speculation that there are 
new or unexpected problems." 


But after a two-hour negotiating 


session in Rabin's Jerusalem 
office 


broke up at midnight, Kissinger twice 
showed displeasure over the public re- 
marks of Israeli Foreign Minister 
Yigal Allon. 


Allon and Kissinger stepped from 


the meeting to talk with reporters. 


When asked for details of negotia- 


tions on how the agreement will ad- 
vance Egyptian lines and pull back 


Israeli lines in the Sinai desert, Kis- 
singer shook his head. 


HE SAID THAT as a mediator it 


was not for him to talk details, but he 
said the Sinai troop lines are "not a 
significant problem." 


Then Allon stepped forward and 


said: "As far as the question that you 
asked the secretary about the lines, I 
think I can be explicit on this." 


Kissinger frowned as Allon began to 


describe details that Kissinger, as a 
diplomat, wanted to keep secret until 
the agreement is signed. 


He has warned in the past that 


agreements can collapse if too much 
is said in public before signing. 


ALLON. LEAVING the meeting 


with Kissinger, began to say that Eg- 
ypt will be allowed to occupy the buf- 
fer zone now used by the U.N. peace- 
keeping force plus a few bits of ter- 
ritory now occupied by Israeli forces. 


Kissinger, seeing the details spill 


out, could hold back no more. 


"Look, excuse me, I really do not 


feel that I can be party to such a dis-

It's not easy trying to break a world 


record. Ask Phil Martin. 


With the aid of his brother and a 


few of his friends, Phil is trying to 
' break the record of 61 hours and 25 
minutes for the world's longest kite 
flight. 


String in hand, he negotiates a yel- 


low and red box kite in the air above 
his house at 1188 S. Walnut St., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Although the determination was 


there Monday, the weather was not. 
Several times the boys got the kite 
airborne, only to have it sail into trees 
or a nearby roof. But soon the kite 
was up in the air again. 


Phil said the group had planned the 


attempt on Sunday. He said the small- 
er box kite was chosen over a larger 
one because "if the large one hits the 
ground, that's all for the kite." A vin- 
yl kite was used instead of a paper 
kite so rain would not make it too 
heavy to fly. Nylon fishing line was 
chosen over cotton so that it would not 
split or break. 


THE APPROXIMATE flying al- 


titude of (lie kite also was well 
planned. 


"At night you have to fly It about 


1,000 feet in the air," Phil said. "But 
during the day with turbulence like 
this I want it at about 50 or 60 feet. If 
it begins to rain I'll put it as high as 
possible because there will be lots of 
up and down drafts on the surface." 


At 2:30 p.m., the kite seemed to 


stabilize in the air, but fell into some 
wires at 3 p.m. After repairs the kite 
went skyward again at 3:10 p.m. 


Phil said the group will keep trying 


until they break the record. 


"We want to keep it up for a whole 


week," added Phil's brother Mark. 
"School doesn't start until Sept. 2, so 
we have plenty of time."

Work on a major Mount Prospect 


flood-control project Is expected to be- 
gin as soon as the village obtains land 
needed to enlarge the Crumley basin 
on Busse Road. 


The basin currently provides 30.4 


acre-feet of water retention space, 
and the enlargement will double the 
basin's capacity. 


"It will double the capacity of the 


existing basin, and it will help keep 
water out of Weller Creek that could 
cause the overflow downstream from 
the basin," said Village Engineer Ber- 
nard H. R. Hcmmcter. 


Hcmmeter said the improvement 


will benefit areas downstream from 
Elmhurst Road to the eastern bound- 
ary of the village. He said during 
heavy rains, "The banks do have a 
tendency to overflow." 


THE VILLAGE, however, must ac- 


quire an additional 4.3 acres for the 
expansion of the basin, and the village 
is just beginning negotiations for the 
land. Hemmeter said he is hopeful the 
land will be acquired in the next six 
months, but said It is difficult to make 
an estimate. 


Work on the basin will take only 


three or four months once the land is 
purchased, Hemmeter said. He said 
the Crumley basin will be "a substan- 
tially large basin," second only to the 
Cleanvnter Park basin which holds 
178 acre-feet of water. 


Three other flood-control projects 


arc now either under construction or 
soon to be started. Work already has 
started on the Meier Road sewer 
which will drain the St. Cecilia basin 
prior to any overflow. 


Hemmeter said residents in the 


western port of the village have had 
serious 
flooding problems in the 


streets, and he said this sewer will 
ease the problem. The $57,261 contract 
was awarded to DiOrio and Sons Con- 
struction Co. 


The Elk Grove Village storm-sewer 


project will begin as soon as the con- 
tractor, Lamon Construction Co, re- 
ceives a shipment of special concrete 
pipe. The project will divert water 
from Arlington Heights storm sewers, 
which currently passes through sew- 
ers in the southwest part of the vil- 


lage, and take it to the Clearwater 
Park basin. The project will cost 
$324,221. 


THE NA-WA-TA storm-sewer proj- 


ect, which will get under way in a 
couple of weeks, will help drain the 
area south of Golf Road near Linne- 
man Road. Santucci Brothers Con- 
struction Co. was awarded this proj- 
ect for $270,000. 


All of the projects are being fi- 


nanced with a $2 million flood im- 


provements bond issue. Hemmeter 
said once these projects are com- 
pleted, the village will be about half- 
way through its proposed flood-control 
program. 


"We are looking now into what oth- 


er projects should be started after 
these are finished," Hemmeler said, 
noting the village has hired Fletcher 
Engineering Co. to study problems in 
the Colonial Heights area of the vil- 
lage. 


Laurel Estates ealled fire hazard 


Village plans to revoke building permits 


Mount Prospect officials plan to re- 


voke building permits for the Laurel 
Estates apartment complex, 3400 S. 
Busse Rd., because they say the par- 
tially constructed buildings are a fire 
hazard. 


Buell B. Dutton, building director, 


said he will take legal steps to "see 
that the buildings are cither boarded 
up or torn down." He said there are 
six buildings "under roof" in various 
stages of construction, with some units 
nearly completed. 


Dutton said it has been about a year 


since tradesmen have done any work 
at the site. 


"Now you can get into almost any 


one of them and help yourself to a 
dishwasher or whatever you want, 
which is what has been happening," 
Dutton said. "The place has been 
pretty badly vandalized." 


Dutton said he has heard rumors of 


bankruptcy of the Grandinetti Co., 
builders, but he said he has been 
unable to reach the developer for 
comment. 


An unidentified spokesman for the 


company Monday said there is no 
truth to the rumors of bankruptcy. 
She said the project is at a "stand- 
still," but said she had no further in- 
formation on the matter. 


"Any building is a fire hazard if it 


is open," Dutton said of the buildings. 
"The code requires that it be boarded 
up, but the state says you cannot use 
boarding as a permanent solution to a 
fire hazard." 


DUTTON SAID he has not had a 


large number of complaints about the 
project since few people live in the 
immediate area. "I would guess that 
if there were a lot of people living 
around it, we would get a lot of com- 
plaints because people would be a- 


fraid of the vandclism spreading," he 
said. 


The village shut down construction 


on the project last October when the 
developer failed to comply with vil- 
lage fire lane regulations. Dutton or- 
dered the action, saying he has tried 
for nearly a year to get the developer 
to install fire lanes and make needed 
corrections to the project's water 
mains and fire hydrants. 


Since then, the i project has been 


vandalized, with an estimated $8,940 
of household furnishings reported sto- 
len in April. At that time, air-condi- 
tioners, patio door screens, dish- 
washers, bathroom vanities and other 
items were taken after a door to one 
building was pried open. 


"It's really a crime to see that 


much invested and now to see it van- 
dalized so badly," Dutton said. 


Israeli's Allon twice irritates Kissinger 


JERUSALEM (UPI) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger said Monday 
night Egypt and Israel are making 
steady progress on drafting an inter- 
im peace treaty, but he openly 
showed Irritation with the Israeli for- 
eign minister for talking about nego- 
tiation details in public. 


"We are making solid, steady, prog- 


ress — no great breakthroughs, no 
great holdups," Kissinger said after 
shuttling between Jerusalem and Al- 
exandria with Egyptian and Israeli 
versions of draft treaties in an effort 
to gel an agreement on the writing of 


a new disengagement pact in the 
Sinai peninsula. 


He said Israeli Prime Minister Yit- 


zhak Rabin and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat are now down to the 
stage of trying to agree on the word- 
Ing of the treaty Kissinger has de- 
signed as the cornerstone for peace 
throughout the Middle East. 


ASKED ABOUT a report that Israel 


and Egypt have made last-minute de- 
mands that threaten negotiations, Kis- 
singer said, "There have been no de- 
mands that have not been foreseen or 
did not exist when I first came into 


the area (his shuttle began Thurs- 
day), and therefore I would caution 
against any speculation that there are 
new or unexpected problems," 


But after a -two-hour negotiating 


session in Rabin's Jerusalem offica 
broke up at midnight, Kissinger twice 
showed displeasure over the public re- 
marks of Israeli Foreign Minister 
Yigal Allon. 


Allon and Kissinger stepped from 


the meeting to talk with reporters. 


When asked for details of negotia- 


tions on how the agreement will ad- 
vance Egyptian lines and pull back 


Israeli lines in the Sinai desert, Kis- 
singer shook his head. 


HE SAID THAT as a mediator it 


was not for him to talk details, but he 
said the Sinai troop lines are "not a 
significant problem." 


Then Allon stepped forward and 


said: "As far as the question that you 
asked the secretary about the lines, I 
think I can be explicit on this." 


Kissinger frowned as Allon began to 


describe details that Kissinger, as a 
diplomat, wanted to keep secret until 
the agreement is signed. 


He has warned in the past that 


agreements can collapse if too much 
is said in public before signing. 


ALLON. LEAVING the meeting 


with Kissinger, began to say that Eg- 
ypt will be allowed to occupy the buf- 
fer zone now used by the U.N. peace- 
keeping force plus a few bits of ter- 
ritory now occupied by Israeli forces. 


Kissinger, seeing the details spill 


out, could hold back no more.

It's not easy trying In break a world 


record. Ask Phil Martin. 


With the aid of his brother and a 


few of his friends, Phil is trying to 
break the record of 61 hours and 25 
minutes for the world's longest kite 
flight. 


String in hand, he negotiates a yel- 


low and red box kite in the air above 
his house at 1188 S. Walnut St., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Although the determination was 


there Monday, the weather was not. 
Several times the boys got the kite 
airborne, only to have it sail into trees 
or a nearby roof. But soon the kite 
was up in the air again. 


Phil said the group had planned the 


attempt on Sunday. He said the small- 
er box kite was chosen over a larger 
one because "if the large one hits the 
ground, that's all for the kite." A vin- 
yl kite was used instead of a paper 
kite so rain would not make it too 
heavy to fly. Nylon fishing line was 
chosen over cotton so that it would not 
split or break. 


THE APPROXIMATE flying al- 


titude of the kite also was well 
planned. 


"At night you have to fly it about 


1,000 feet in the air," Phil said. "But 
during the day with turbulence like 
this I want it at about 50 or GO feet. If 
it begins to rain I'll put it as high as 
possible because there will be lets of 
up and down drafts on the surface." 


At 2:30 p.m., the kite seemed to 


stabilize in the air, but fell into some 
wires at 3 p.m. After repairs the kite 
went skyward again at 3:10 p.m. 


Phil said the group will keep trying 


until they break the record. 


"We want to keep it up for a whole 


week," added Phil's brother Mark. 
"School doesn't start until Sept. 2, so 
we have plenty of time."
